Pioneers  Rout  Cougars; 
Frosh  Drop  Ute  Game

SALT  LAKE  CITY— The  Uni- 
versity of.  Utah  freshman  foot- 
ball team  capitalized  on  two  Brig- 
ham Young  frosh  mistakes,  to 
cop  a 14-0  victory  over  the  Cou- 
gar freshman  at  the  Ute  stad- 
ium Friday  afternoon.  A stub- 
born defensive  line,  and  a clutch 
running  attack  featured  the  Pa- 
poose’s shutout  win  over 
Kittens: 

Utah  got  their  first  break,  af- 
ter both  teams  fought  a see-saw 
battle  for  a quarter  and  a half. 
Ute  tackle  Bob  Smith  partially 
•blocked  a Brigham  Young  punt, 
that  went  out  of  bounds  on  the 
Utah  38  yard  stripe. 

Eight  plays  brought  Utah 
down  to  the  8 yard  line,  the 
big  play  of  the  drive  being 
halfback  Don  Gunderson’s  21 
yard  run.  From  the  8 yard 
stripe,  halfback  Davy  Herd 
went  through  center  for  the 
touchdown.  Fullback  Don  Mc- 
Givney  added  the  extra  point 
out  of  quarterback  Pete 
Haun’s  hold. 

In  the  third  quarter,  on  4th 
down,  Brigham  Young’s  Weldon 
Jackson  stood  in  punt  formation 
on  his  own  25  yard  line.  How- 
ever the  pass  from  center  was  on 
the  ground,  and  after  Jackson 
scooped  up  the  ball,  he  was 
swarmSd  on  by  four  Utahns  on 
the  30  yard  line. 

Two  plays  netted  the  Utes 
lour  yards.  The  Cougar  for- 
ward wall  then  threw  McGiv- 
ney  for  a six  yard  loss.  How- 
ever on  the  next  play,  quar- 
terback Haun,  playing  his 
first  game  at  this  position, 
hit  John  Hampton  With  a 
beautiful  15  yard  aerial. 
Haun  proceeded  to  get  two 
yards  through  the  middle. 
With  fourth  down,  and  1 yard 
to  go  for  a first,  Herd  col- 
lected the  needed  yard. 

Then  from  the  seven  yard  line 
McGivney  went  wide  around  the 
right  side  for  the  score.  McGiv- 
ney again  kicked  the  conversion, 
and  Utah  found  themselves  14 
points  up  on  the  scoreboard. 

In  the  fourth  startza,  the  Cou- 
gars got  a drive  underway,  that 
covered  91  yards  in  19  plays,  on- 
ly to  be  halted  on  the  Utah  7 
yard  line  by  fumbling. 

Linebackers  Bob  Olson  and 
Roland  • D’ Auguste  and  tackle 
Mario  Simat  did  standout  jobs  for 
coach  Dave  Crowton  on  defense.
